munication,) e brief account of how we are pro- 
pressing. 

From the day arrived here—on the 27th, until now 
—the evening of the 3]st—I have had in my ears one 
almost constant roer of artillery, musketry and burst- 
ing shelle—sometimes rumbling away in the dis- 
tance, right and left—sometimes crushing through the 
trees in immediate proximity, end often kept up 
during the greater portion of the night. 

I mentioned in my last that on the 26th I had the 
pleasure of riding along our‘ lines with Gens.
